Madrid, August 3.—The threatened 


general strike commenced today in 
several centers, including Barcelona, 
Murtla, Cadiz, Ronda and AHcot. 


The general unrest Is largely attri- 


buted to bad Harvests but the'Immed- 
iate motive for the strike is to re-in- 
force the demand for the release o! 
workmen who have been thrown into 
prison for offenses in connection with 
recent strikes. The leaders of the 
movement are exhorting the mem- 
bers of the trades unions not to re- 


turn to work until ali the imprisoned 
men have been released. 


The government has taken stringent 


measures to cope with disturbances. 


The military forces and the 
civil 


guards have been reinforced to Bar- 
racks. 


The instigators of the strike are 


threatened with severe penalties. 


The residence of the-mayor and a 


number of private houses at Alcalve 
Providence of Cadlt, have been at- 
tacked by strikers, who exchanged 
shots with the gendartnery.

Smoke was seen 
issuing from the chimney above the 
Sistine chapel, at 11:16 o'clock this 
morning, Indicating the burning of the 
ballots. 


Though this is the third morning 


of the cardinals imprisonment, they 
have not yet arrived at a decision. I» 
hope that over night some agreement 
might have been arranged, the for- 
eign ministers and other personages, 
and two or three thousand of the gen- 
eral public went to St Peter's this 
morning, to await the developments. 
They were doomed to another disap- 
pointment for at 11:16 a. m., like the 
broken out pennant of a ship, 
the 


smoke announcing that the fifth bal- 
lot had t>*«jn fruitless, rose from the 
chimney of the sistine chapel, ami 
was borne away uy a light breeze. It 
was a homewar.i bound pennant for 
the crowd, which immediately left 
the piazza. 
Many expressed regret 


at the failure of the ballot. There is 
a popular feeling that this aiternoon's 
ballot may bring the new Pope but 
thla does not appear to be based on 
any particular reason.

The whole outfit weighs about seven- 
ty pounds.

Exports to China in the fiscal 
year 1903 aggregate about 18 million 
dollars, against less than 4 millions 
in 1893. The total value of our ex 
ports to China in 1903 exceed those of 
any earlier year except 1902, when 
they were above the normal by reason 
of the very light exports to China in 
1901, 
in which year importations were 


greatly Interfered with by existing

country

figure of 19 millions of exports direct 
to China does not by any means show. 
lowever. the tctal of our exports to 
hat country, as a large proportion of 
our exports to Hongkong also enter 
'hina. Exports to Hongkong In the 
isca! year just ended aggregate over 


X million dollars, matting our total ex- 
ports to China and Hongkong about 
27 million dolalrs, against a total of 


millions in 1893 
Comparing this growth with that ot 


>ur commerce with other parts of th*> 
world, it may be said that our total 
sipc/rts t« Europe sn iwjj aggregate a 
little over a billion dolars. against 662 
millions in 1893. having therefore in- 
creased less than BO per cent during 
that period; those to North America 
amount to about 215 millions, against 
119 millions in 1893, having thus in- 
creased about SO pc>r rent, those to 
South America aggregatee about 41 
million dollars sgainst ^ m;"k>;;s :n 
1893. an increase of about 30 per cent; 
those to Asia in 1903 aggregate about 
GO million dollars, against 16 millions 
in 1893, an increase of 27G per cent.
